FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1955. 

Dr.  J.  T.  A.  George  was  your  Medical  Officer  during  the  first 
ten  months  of  the  year  and  relinquished  his  appointment  here  to 
take  up  the  post  of  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  in  the  North 
Riding  of  Yorkshire.  I was  not  appointed  to  succeed  him  until 
January,  1956. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  Coseley  as  shown  by  the  Vital 
Statistics  has  further  improved  during  the  year. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  both  the  crude  and  standardised 
birth  rate  at  15.45  and  14.2  respectively,  and  these  rates  end  the 
post-war  decline.  The  infant  mortality  has  fallen  below  20  for  the 
first  time  and  the  various  agencies  involved  may  feel  gratified  at 
this  achievement,  particularly  as  only  3 of  the  10  infant  deaths 
occured  in  those  over  the  age  of  one  month. 

The  crude  death  rate  has  shown  a further  decline  and  it  is  a 
noteworthy  point  that  52.4%  of  the  total  of  267  were  those  of 
persons  aged  65  or  over. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  higher  at  804  than  in 
1954  and  this  is  largely  attributable  to  the  notification  of  613  cases 
of  measles. 

The  actual  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  remains  at 
7 as  in  1954  with  no  deaths  and  the  fact  that  diphtheria  has  not  yet 
been  eradicated  in  Coseley  should  be  widely  known  by  parents,  and 
it  is  therefore  of  verv  great  importance  that  immunisation  against 
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this  preventable  disease  should  be  maintained  at  a high  level.  The 
simple  steps  necessary  to  secure  immunity  to  this  serious  disease  are 
readily  available  from  both  the  County  Council  Clinics  and  from 
general  practitioners,  and  considerable  effort  is  exerted  to  bring  these 
facilities  to  the  attention  of  the  general  public,  and  it  is  up  to 
parents  to  use  them  to  the  full.  Further  details  of  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  are  given  later  in  this  Report. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  was  43  and 
this  is  a striking  decrease  compared  with  1954  when  there  were  140. 
This  is  a welcome  sign  that  the  preventive  inoculation  is  effective 
and  worthwhile  as  this  is  a serious  disease  in  young  children. 

The  fact  that  there  were  only  3 deaths  from  tuberculosis  is  a 
satisfactory  feature  and  is  evidence  of  the  success  of  the  more 
vigorous  methods  of  detection  and  treatment  now  available  for 
sufferers  from  this  disease.  It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  in  1951 
there  were  22  deaths.  No  mass  radiographic  survey  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  contacts  of 
cases  to  submit  to  examination,  and  the  priority  housing  measures 
for  those  affected  continue  to  be  put  into  effect. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954  required  a return  to 
be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  a 
copy  of  the  return  has  been  printed  on  page  14. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  has  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  is  a time  consuming  duty  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  as  ic 
involves  them  on  many  occasions  in  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  often 
to  do  quite  a small  amount  of  inspection. 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  was  directed  to  a survey  of  the  houses  in  the  Wallbrook 
area  with  a view  to  bringing  before  the  Council  at  the  appropriate 
time  a representation  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  Section  II.  This 
detailed  survey  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  deal  with  several  different 
sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  but  there  are  still  intractable  cases 
where  further  investigation  is  required. 

During  the  period  following  the  departure  of  Dr.  George, 
additional  responsibilities  had  to  be  undertaken  by  Mr.  Parkes,  whose 
extensive  knowledge  of  the  district  and  experience  have  been  of  great 
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value.  The  co-operation  of  the  other  members  of  the  staff  has  also 
contributed  to  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants  of  your 
district.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  a report  on  the  work  of  my 
Department  for  the  year  1955. 

Housing,  both  repair  and  the  provision  of  new  houses,  remains 
number  one  priority  for  every  Authority.  Every  year  the  repair  of 
old  houses  becomes  more  difficult,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  real 
answer  for  some  years  to  come.  An  estimate  of  the  number  of 
houses  required  by  this  Authority  is  approximately  2,000;  but,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  included  in  this  figure  are  a number  of 
houses  in  fair  condition,  which  can  only  be  dealt  with  when  certain 
areas  are  re-developed. 

Meat  Inspection  has  claimed  a fair  proportion  of  time,  but  it  is 
correct  to  say  that  we  have  maintained  a hundred  per  cent  inspection 
of  animals  slaughtered,  although  we  have  a staff  shortage. 

Much  work  will  have  to  be  done  in  relation  to  all  food  premises, 
before  a good  standard  is  offiained  and  maintained,  therefore  good 
vigilance  will  have  to  be  the  key-note.  In  relation  to  food  handling, 
the  public  can  do  much  to  help  us  and  the  traders  by  demanding  a 
high  standard,  and  also  by  observing  a common-sense  standard  of 
hygiene  themselves,  both  in  the  shops  and  in  their  homes. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  is  always  to  the  forefront,  and,  while 
some  progress  has  been  made,  much  investigation  and  research  is 
necessary  in  certain  trades,  before  some  problems  will  be  solved. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
particularly,  and  the  Members  of  the  Council,  my  thanks  for  their 
continued  confidence.  Also  would  I like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Inspectorial  and  Clerical  Staff,  not  to  mention  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  for  their  loyalty  and  support.

SECTION  J. 

PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Sewers. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture & Fisheries,  77  sewer  manholes  were  test  baited  of  which  only 
2 had  to  be  rebaited  and  then  poison  baited. 

Dwelling  Houses. 

230  houses  were  visited  in  regard  to  complaints  of  rats  and 
102  of  mice.  976  visits  were  paid  to  these  houses  regarding 
treatment. 

Business  Premises. 

Post  and  test  baitings  have  been  made  at  business  premises,  and 
when  required  full  treatments  have  been  carried  out. 

Council  Owned  Properties. 

Tips,  brook  courses,  etc.,  have  been  post  baited  and,  when 
found  necessary,  the  required  treatments  have  been  applied. 
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Private  House  Drains. 

31  drains  were  opened  by  this  Department,  and  on  a few 
occasions  the  gully  emptier  had  to  be  engaged.  Payment  was  made 
for  these.  6 others  were  rodded  without  results  and  no  charge  was 
made. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

This  much  discussed  subject  bristles  with  difficulties,  and  it 
will  require  much  scientific  knowledge  and  research  before  a desirable 
state  can  be  attained. 

It  appears  to  me  that  much  of  the  plant  in  this  Country  will 
have  to  be  modernised,  or  even  scrapped,  before  improvements  can 
be  effective. 

In  the  light  of  our  experience,  dust,  grit  and  gritty  particles 
. along  with  fumes,  are  more  serious  problems  especially  those  of  the 
finer  groups  that  are  airborne  and  cannot  be  seen  with  the  naked 
eye,  neither  can  they  be  trapped  to  100%  efficiency. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Starbuck,  Chief  Analyst  of  Messrs. 
Stewarts  & Lloyds,  and  his  staff,  very  much,  for  their  continued 
interest,  help  and  assistance  so  readily  given  at  all  times,  not 
forgetting  the  carrying  out  of  the  lead  peroxide  and  Deposit  Gauges 
analyses.
